TREES FOR 
POSTERITY 

WITHIN the pan six months more 
than 200 trees have been planted 
beside the main highway from Sydney 
tci Canberra. 

Within the uexi few years many thou- 
sand more tree will be planted along the 
same highwuy. Iraivsformilig it (mm 200 
monotonous milts oi road into a green 
and leafy drive lined with tree-filled 
groves and copses. 

ft/kind this monster tree - planting 
scheme u a committee of IB leading 
tilizrm ( headed by Litvti.-General Sir 
Frank Berryman ) nnd an idea. 

The idea is double barrelled — partly 
to create a Remembrance Driveway as a 
memorial to the men and women who 
served in World War II and Korea, and 
partly to stimulate Ircc-conseiousness. 

And no one tan deny Auxtralia's tree- 
consciousness needs stimulating. 

Though there are towns (Canberra, 
Hmkrn Hill, and BaHirat arc notable ex- 
amples ) where a tree is something sacro- 
sanct, they are exceptions rather than 
rules. 

There are many Auslridtans . particu- 
larly in town and municipal councils, 
who seem to think trees are created jor 
only one purpose — to be cut down. 

In most towns or cities periodic attack.* 
are made, generally bv local councils, on 
public tree. Invariably there is a gencrul 
outcry, but equally invariably the council 
wins and down toine the trees. 

Perhaps this recurring official urge to 
chop duwn is a harking back to the 
"stark, white, ring-barked forests" of the 
pioneering days, when trees were a 
menace to precious food crops. 

Or perhaps it .', just human ■.ussedncss. 

Hut whatever it is, a tree-planting drive 
like that being made by the Remembrance 
Driveway Committee is to be applauded. 

As well as making a living war 
memorial, thr drive should encourage in 
evcryonr enough admiration for trees to 
conquer the national itch for an axe.
